THE ADOPTED CIVIL SERVICE SEFOXM. 


The I'encllototi civil service bill which 


passed the senate ou the 27th of Decem- 
ber, wu rushed through the house of 
representatives last Thursday \vithoutde~ 
buto ami without ameniliweut. It is oae 
oC the most important bills that hus been 
p.tssed 
by 
cougrcss 
eiuce 
tho 


Blftua silver bill

It 
provides a 
new system 
o£ of- 


licial appointments and tenure, Cor which 
there has been suoh n clataor for many 
yer*rs, Tho bill, iu brief, provides for the 
appointment by the president, with the 
coucarrenco of tue seante, of three com- 
missioners 
who shall constitute the 


United States civil service commission. 
Each commissioner shall receive a salary 
of $3,500 a year and necessary traveling 
expenses. The president is authorized 
to appoint a secretary for tho commission, 
at a salary of Sl.GOO; iiml the coismissiou 
may employ a stenographer -utid messen- 
ger when needed. Tho commission is to 
prepare rules tor open, competitive'ixam- 
inations for testing tho fitness o" appli- 
cants for cht> public service now classified 
or to be classified herefater. Snch ex- 
aminations shall bo practical iu their 
character, and, so far as may be, shall re- 
late to those matters which will fairly 
k-3t the relative capacity and litnoss of 
tho persons examined to discharge tho 
duties o( that service into which they 
seelc to be appointed. 


No person shall receive au absolute 


appointment until ho shall Imvo been 
tried, and it found competent and worthy 
lie sh:ill be promoted. No person iu the 
puhlij 
seivicc shall 
be required to 


contribute to any political fund, and if 
ha refuses ho cannot ba removed Cor so 
doui£. Tho commission shall, at Wash- 
ington and in one or more places iu each 
stato and territory, where examinations 
are to tako place, designate and select a 
suitable number of persons, not less thau 
three, in tho official service oC the United 
States, residing in such state or territory, 
after consulting said department or oflice 
m which said parsons serve, tD be mem- 
\)?n of boards ot examiner:!, and may at 
any ti uo substitute any other person in 
said service living iu such territory ia 
place of any one so selected. Such board 
ot examiners shall bo so located as to 
make it reasonably convenient and inex- 
pensive for applicants to attend before 
them; and where there are persons to be 
examined in any stata or territory exam- 
inations shall bo held therein at least 
iwice in each year. 


Tho bill further provides that no per- 


son habitually using intoxicating liquors 
U> 
excess 
shall 
be 
appointed 
or 


_ retained iu my office, business, or em- 


ployment to which the provisions of the 
bill are applicable. It.prohibits any of- 
ficer of the government or member ot 
congress from soliciting or receiving 
:uoney or any other contribution for any 
political purpose whatsoever, and pro- 
vides a penalty of a fine not exceeding 
§3,000. or imprisonment for a tsrm not 
exceeding three years, or both fine and 
ioiprLonmout, in the discretion of 
tho 


court, for the violation of tuo provisions 
o: the bill. 


This is, S:i substance, tbo Peudletou 


scheme for reforming the civil service. 
Time will soon tell whether it will be 
practical or not.l

state coach, a very handsome aflhir, all 
chocolate color and gold, drawn by four 
bay horses, with gorgeously apparrcled 
outriders, running footmen and coach- 
man. The dress of these people is a sort 
of Albanian costume—jackets with hang- 
ing sleeves of a deep red color, every 
part of the clotli thickly embroidered 
with gold. 
Loose baggy trousers of blue 


cloth, and riding bouts of irreproachable 
whiteness. In tlie carriage with Abdul 
Hamid rode Ghazi Ahmed Pachrt, the 
major dorao of the palace, and Dervisuh 
Pacha, who appears to enjoy just now u 
great deal of tho imperial favor. 
Tlie 


coach was sent away shortly after the ar- 
rival of the Sultan and "a magnificent 
looting white Arab charger was'brought 
up to the door of the mosque, with silk 
and gold tasselled bridle and saddle cloth 
n mass of red velvet and gold tracery. 
The religious ceremony lasted about halt' 
an hour, and to the Christian listener 
outside seemed very much like a High 
Church performance of some ceremonial 
of his own religion with its chanting of 
the prayers. Presently a bugle sounded, 
the ministers and marshals mounted their 
chargers, while the naval and military 
pachas of lowerrank and the boys t'orincll 
in two lines its before. The soldiers 
stood to their arms and a bustle at the 
mosque door, where two line Circassian 
cavalrymen with their keen cutting "ka- 
mas" kept watch and ward, showed that 
His Majesty was about to appear. As 
tho Sultan mounted the charger, cnre- 
fully held by some half-dozen grooms, 
the guard of honor turned a half face, 
the troopa presented arms, the music 
Btruck up the Sultan's March and the 
whole procession moved ofl' at a stately 
pace. The ministers and marshals, their 
horses curveting and prancing, rode a 
little ahead, leaving a space between 
them and the Padishah. The latter, 
ivith Ghazi Mouktar at Ms bridle rein, 
on the one side, and Osman Pacha or. the 
other, surrounded 
by 
aides-de-camp, 


grooms and the men of his special body 
guard, moved on with the two lines of 
pachas and bevs, amid the loud shouts 
of 'Tadishah'chok Pacha!" The sol- 
diers presenting arms and taking up the 
cry in succession as His Majesty passed 
each battalion. 
' 
: 


The Sultan had a weary look upon his 


face, as if the thought had struck nim of 
the hollowness of all tins'show of mil- 
itary strength when Europe was deter- 
mined to treat him but as a puppet in the 
arena of politics. Whether owing to the 
unpromising appearance of the weather, 
or the callousness with which Turks have 
grown to regard everything connected 
with their government, there were fewer 
spectators present than usual, and I no- 
ticed but .one petition presented. 
The 


man, who looked like an Armenian, had 
chosen his ground well, and unrolling 
the sheet as the Sultan passed caught 
His Majesty's eye; and by a slight in- 
clination of the imperial head an aide- 
de-camp was sent to receive it. Passing 
in through the large gates His Majesty 
dismounted and stood for a few minutes 
on the marble steps. 
A card bearing 


some verses of the Koran was placed in 
his hand and while he was reading them 
a magnificent'looking sheep was brought 
upon the scene. 
The long wool of its 


full grown fleece was white as the driven 
snow, its horns richly gilt and a knot of 
ribbons and artificial flowers had been 
fastened on the back of the neck. 
The 


poor animal, lifted by the attendants, 
was made to present its throat, and the 
Sultan taking a small knife from a richly 
chased salver made the requisite incision. 
AVith a graceful temeiiah (bow) to all 
present His Majesty passed in, followed 
in a short time by all tire great function- 
aries and officials who had come fur the 
levee. Six sheep similarly adorned were 
slaughtered at the foot of the marble 
steps, that being the extent of the sacri- 
fice which the Bultau is supposed to make 
as being the Father of the Nation. To 
give an adequate description of tho cere- 
mony which followed would require 
much more space than could be spared. 
L-olma-Bagtche is one of the most mag- 
nificent palaces that e-xist in Europe- 
marble panelled walls, iluted columns 
and scroll wood covered with gilt, crystal 
staircases, massive chandeliers and stand- 
ing candelabra, with supports on the 
scale of lamposts; beautiful parquet 
floors, richly carved and inlaid cabinets 
and 
furniture of all descriptions, and 


such carpets as make one break the tenth 
commandment but to see them, sends 
one away after a peep at the interior of 
the palace with a mind full of confused 
pictures of Oriental magnificence and 
profuaeness of_ splendor. 
Add to this 


the gorgeous uniforms with tbe broad 
sashes and glittering stars of the great 
functionaries, many of them set in dia- 
monds', and the picturesque costumes of 
the ecclesiastical 
hierarchy, and the 


music of the private band, and you have 
some idea of the materials which formed 
the display of imperial power that took 
place,-— Constantinople Cor.

Our Commerce With Havre. 


Jones' 


In its commerce with the United 


States of America, Havre holds the second 
place, Liverpool being the first. 
She im- 


ports more of our wheat; corn, cotton and 
other products than does London, Ham- 
burg, or any other transatlantic port, 
with the single exception 1 have men- 
tioned, and it is not impossible that she 
will soon surpass the great mart of the 
Mersey in the importance of her Ameri- 
can tradf. 
Certainly the rapid growth 


of her commerce is a favorable omen .for 
the future, and it is a growth far more 
rupid than the commerce of her English 
rival. In lS3b' there wore entered trom 
foreign ports lit Havre i>'24 ships, with an 
aggregate measurement of 100,000 tons. 
ItTlSTS the entries were 3,230, with an 
aggregate of 'i,SSb',100 tons. For how 
long must Havre progress at that ratio to 
outstrip every other port of Europe? 
More than three hundred thousand bales 
of American cotton have entered the 
port in a single year, with a hundred 
thousand barrels _of petroleum, and'two 
million bushels of grain. 
And, like 


Oliver Twist, Havre is looking for more. 
The demand for our products exceed* 
the capacity of the port to handle them; 
\vhen the 'facilities are multiplied, the 
traclo will grow accordingly. 


Tn spite of her enterprise in many 


ways', Havre is very conservative in 
oth'er things, and hesitates at progress. 
Notwithstanding her large trade in 
grain, she does not, at the time I am 
writing, possess a single grain elevator. 
Ships are unloaded just as they were 
three hundred years ago, by men and 
women carrying' burdens on their backs, 
and the process is necessarily a slow one.

Storthing

Norwegian Constitution, a bill becomes 
law without .the King's sanction if 
uassed by three successive Storthings. 
King Oscar, however, who felt thtsu 
successive defeats as a personal humili- 
ttion, set up a novel claim—that in con- 
stitutional amendments he possessed an 
absolute veto, and he accordingly re- 
used to promulgate the new law. Such
